: SOUNDSENSE. 


A Great American's Anal- 
' ysis of Political Parties. 


DEMOCRACY'S SELFISH AIM, 


The Only Principle of tbo Democratic 


Party WM to Get Control of the Govern- 
snwt. Said «bo Great Comnmnder—Th« 
Bepabllou Party Stood For "Protection 
to *.«•. Property, PabHo Credit"—The 
Democratic Pw*r • P«rty of Repn ilution. 


On the 1st di? of October, 1880, at 


Warren, O., General CT. S. Grant intro- 
duced Senator Boscoe Conlding to a 
great meeting of Republicans. On that 
occasion he made his first political 
speech and explained iu the language 
given below why he was a Republican: 


"In view of tho known character and 


ability of the speaker who la to address 
yon today, and his long public career 
and association with the leading states- 
men of the country for the past 90 years, 
it would not be becoming in me to de- 
tain you with any remarks of my own. 
But it may be proper for me to account to 
yon. on the first occasion of my presid- 
ing at a political meeting, 'for the faith 
that is in me.' I am a Republican, as 
the two great political parties are now 
divided, because tho Republican party 
is a national party seeking the greatest 
good of the greatest number of its citi- 
zens. There is not ft precinct in this 
yastnatios) where a Democrat cannot 
east his ballot and have it counted aa 
cast, no matter what the preponderance 
of thn opposite party. Ho can proclaim 
his political opinions, even if he is only 
1 among 1,000, without fear and with- 
ont proscription. There are 14 states, 
and localities in some others, where Re- 
publicans have not that privilege. This 
is ono reason why I am a Republican, 
bnt I am a Republican for many other 
reasons. The Republican party assures 
protection to life, property, public credit 
and the payment of the debt* on the 
goverment, state, county or municipal- 
ity, to far as it oan control. 


"The 
Democratic party does not 


promise this. If it does, it has broken 
its promise to the extent of hundreds of 
millions, as many northern Democrats 
can testify to their sorrow. 


"I am a Republican as between ex- 


isting parties because the Republic- 
an, party fosters the protection of the 
field and farm and of its manufactories, 
and it encourages general education of 
the poor as well as the rich. 


"The Democratic party discourages 


all these when iu absolute power. 


"The Republican party is a party of 


progress aad of liberality towaru its op- 
ponents. It encourages the poor to strive 
to better their condition; the ignorant 
to educate their children, to enable 
them to compete more successfully with 
their more fortunate associate ,, and, in 
fine, it secures an entire equality before 
the law of every citizen, no matter what 
his rr.C9, nationality or previous condi- 
tion. It tolerates no privileged class of 
men. Every one has the opportunity to 
make himself all he is capable of. 


"Ladies and gentlemen, do yon be- 


lieve this can truthfully be said in the 
greater part of 14 of the states of tho 
Union today, which the Democratic 
party controls absolutely? 


"The Republican party is a party of 


principles, the same principles prevail- 
ing wherever it has a foothold. 


"The Democratic party is united in 


bnt one thing, and that is in getting 
control of the government in all its 
branches. It is for internal improve- 
ment at the expense of the government 
in one section and against this in an- 
other. It favors repudiation of solemn 
obligations in one section and honest 
payment of its debts in another (where 
pnbho opinion would not tolerate any 
other view). It favors fiat money in 
one place and good money in another. 
Finally, it favors the 'pooling of all is- 
sues' not favored by the Republicans, to 
the end that it may secure the one prin- 
ciple upon which the party is a most 
harmonious unit—namely, gaining con- 
trol of the government in all its 
branches. 


"I have been in some part of every 


state lately in rebellion within the last 
year. I was most hospitably received at 
evtry place I stopped. My receptions 
were not by the Union class alone, bnt 
by all classes without distinction. I had 
free talk with many who were against 
us during the war, and who have been 
against the Republican party ever since. 
They wen in all instances reasonable) 
men, jndged by what they said. I be- 
lieved then, and believe now, that they 
sincerely want a break up in the 'solid 
«mth' political condition. They eeo 
that it is to their pecuniary interest as 
well as to their happiness that there 
should be harmony and confidence be- 
tween all sections. They want to break 
away from the slavery which binds 
them to a party name. They want a 
pretext that enough of them can unite 
upon to make it respectable. Once start- 
ed, the 'solid south' will go as Kaklux- 
ism did before, as is so admirably told 
by Judge Tonrgee in his Tool's Er- 
rand.' When the break comes those who 
start it will be surprised to Bnd how 
many of their friends have been in favor 
of it for a long time, and have only 
been waiting for some one to take the 
lead. This desirable solution oan only be 
obtained by the defeat and the continued 
defeat of the Democratic party aa now 
constituted."

Thompson Shown Up By Labor 


Organizations Whom He 


Misled. 


APOLOGY TO MURRAY CRANE. 


The Federation of Labor Repudiates the 


Dastardly Work of the Fellow Who 


Tried to Deceive Business Men 


Here, Disgraced This City 


an* Insulted Honest 


Labor. 


A. 0. Thompson, editor of "The Tom 


Cat," contributor to the North Adams 
Evening Herald aaxl one of ths conspic- 
uous and much quoted authorities of the 
local silver sage of the last named paper 
Is evidently pretty quickly understood 
and sat down upon when he begins his in- 
famous work outside of this patient and 
long suffering oommunlty. 
He was the 


delegate from this city who so misled the 
federation of Labor at Worcester. 


The following from the Boston Journal 


tells how bis work Is regretted and repu- 
diated by that organization. 


"The 
Executive 
Council of 
the 


Massachusetts Branch of 
the Fed- 


eration 
of Labor 
took up the mat- 


ter and investigated carefully. 
The 


result was that the Council held a meet- 
ing in the Bi*by House on Tremont street 
last night and passed the following: 


"WHEREAS, Resolutions charging W. 


Murray Crace of Dalton, Mass., with be- 
ing an enemy of organized labor were 
adopted at the convention of the Massa- 
chusetts Federation of Labor, held in 
Worcester, Aug. 4,1898; and 


"WHEREAS, These resolutions alleged 


tbat the Central Labor Union of North 
Adaus, Mass., had delegated a represent- 
ative to present the samaj and 


"WHEREAS, We have since learned tbat 


those resolutions were not authorized by 
the North Adams Central Labor Union, 
and therefore that tbe censure of Mr. 
Crane was Hot warranted, in consequence, 
therefore, be it 


"BESOLVED, We, the Executive Coun- 


cil of the Federatio a of Labor, ata special 
session held in Boston, August 11,1896, 
after a thorough investigation of the 
charges against W. Murray Crane, believe 
tbat an injustice has been done to the said 
W. Murray Crane, and the trade unions of 
the State ot Massachusetts, and, while 
deploring the attempt to use the labor 
organizations of tbe State politically, we 
also regret the use of the trades union 
movement to reflect npon a man who in 
his whole life has never been known to 
antagonize labor in its attempt to organize 
and redress its grievances. 


"Resolved, That the Executive Council 


of the Federation of Labor, voicing by 
constitutional authority the sentiments of 
the affiliated trades unions of the State of 
Massachusetts, hereby publicly express 
our regrets to W. Murray Crane of Dalton, 
Mass., and also that we publicly withdraw 
any censure of Mr. Crane expressed by 
the convention, on the ground that the 
charges against Mr. Crane have been 
brought before us under misrepresenta- 
tion and have not been verified by a care, 
ful investigation."

The Troy Times says of this problem: 


"One of the curious results of the free sil- 
ver campaign is the demand for Mexican 
tilver dollars. It is said that New Orleans, 
which is the headquarters for this busi- 
ness, is shipping Irom $2,000 to $6,000 a 
day to the North and West. These are 
a i e used as object lessons by the advocates 
of sound money. The Mexicsln dollar is 
bought in New Orleans at forty-eight 
cents and is sold to northern customers at 
City-five cents. 


"In this connection it may not be amiss 


to say that candidate Bryan has never 
answered the question that Senator 
Vhonton put to him two years ago. 
Balding up two Mexican dollars, Thurs- 
ton said, 'These contain more silver than 
tno American standard silver dollars. 
They cost in United States money in the 
neighborhood of fifty cents apiece.

"How would free coinage affect me.'" | 
This is the question that millions of 


Totem are asking today, aud if it is 
answered intelligently Mr. Bryan will 
be swept oat of sight iu November, 
•ays the New York Herald. 


If you are working for wages or a 


salary or if you aro in receipt of a fixed 
sum from investments or from a pen- 
sion, then free coinage would virtually 
rednce your income nearly one-half aud 
compel you to lire on a much poorer 


You would receive just the same 


number of dollars as at present, bnt it 
would take nearly $3 to buy OB inncli 
clothing or food as you iiow get for $1, 
your rent would be nearly doubled uiid 
every item in the cost of living would 
be advanced in the earne pioportiou. 


Do yon doubt this? Reflect a moment. 


The leaders in the free silver movement 
have avowed that their purpose is to 
advance prices. They tell tho farmer 
that with free silver he wity get twice 
as much for his wheat aud corn as lio 
now receives. The intrinsic value of 
products would not bo changed by any 
trkik we might play with our coins. 
The prices of products iu the great mar- 
kets of the world would riot he ad- 
vanced, and right here they would not 
exchange for auy more gold than be- 
fore, but they would exchange for more 
of the silver dollars which with free 
coinage, as we will presently show, 
would be worth about 53 cents each. 


But they would by law bo full legal 


tender dollars. 
Your salary or pension 


or wages would be paid with these dol- 
lars. They are the dollars in which yon 
would receive your income from invest- 
ments unless yon have specially con- 
tracted for gold. If any man owes yon 
flOO he could pay you with 100 of these 
coins, which would buy no more iu the 
markets than you can get with $53 to- 
day. If your life is insured for $10,000, 
and you should die, your family would 
receive 10,1)00 of the depreciated dol- 
lars, which would only buy as many of 
the necessaries of life as 5,800 of the 
present honest dollars. 
If you have. 


something in a savings bunk or in n 
building association or loaned on bond 
and mortgage it would come buck to 
yon in the same way in 53 cent dullais. 


If a man has f 10 in his pocket and 


chooses to declare that 53 cents is a dol- 
lar, he may fool himself into the belief 
that he has $19 instead of $10, but if lie 
goes shopping and tenders 53 cents for 
$1 tho merchants will very quickly ad- 
just their prices to his depreciated 
standard. When he selects an article 
marked f 10 they will say, "Oh, yes, 
that is the price in the old fashioned dol- 
lars, bnt we must charge yon $18.08." 
Now, the government can't create soine- 
thi.ig ont of nothing. It can call 53 
cents' worth of silver $1 and make it 
legal tender for $1, and so compel pres- 
ent creditors to accept it as payment for 
$1, but it is impotent as any individual 
to give it the purchasing power of an 
honest dollar, because every merchant 
•t once raises the price of his goods to 
offset the depreciation in the measure of 
value. 


Bnt bow about the rnaaies who work 


for wages or salaries? They would be 
the chief sufferers, because they could 
not at once mark up the price of their 
services. They would continue to got 
the same number of dollars as before, 
bnt oouUHjuy only about half as much 
with them. The dislocation of the cur- 
rency would derange many industries 
and lessen the demand for labor, BO 
that any rise in wages would come but 
slowly, and they would perhaps never 
again reach their present high purchas- 
ing power. Savings banks, building as 
•ooiations and insurance companies 
would be cornpelldd to pay in the cheap 
do! Ian, because the moneys intrusted 
to them are invested in various ways 
and could be collected in nothing bnt 
the depreciated currency. The aotive 
man of affairs would find opportunities 
in shifting value? and general derange- 
ment, and if the income of the million- 
aire were cat down one-half it would 
not seriously inconvenience him, but it 
would go hard with the worker, who 
could buy only half AS much as before 
with his wages. The rich could take 
care of themselves, but the masses 
would suffer. 


The question is asked, Why should 


not a silver dollar under free coinage 
bay as much as it docs now? Because 
there is only a limited number of the 


silver dollars now iu existence and tbe 
government is able to keep them equiv- 
alent to gold dollars. But if all tha 
world were permitted to bring silver to 
the mints and get a silver dollar for 
every 371>£ grains of it the govern- 
ment could not keep this unlimited 
cumber of dollars at a parity, aud, like 
those of Mexico, they would have to 
circulate at the viuuo of the bullion 
they contain, and this at the present 
price of silver is about 53 cents.

Ou many of the 
main arteries of traffic one will find cor- 
ner after corner occupied by a grocery 
store, with often one or two grocers in 
the middle of the same block.

Henry B. Alvord of the dairy division 


I of the department of agriculture reports 


I that nine-tenths of the cheese produced 


iu this country is made in the states of 
New York, Wisconsin, Ohio, Illinois, 
Vermont, Iowa, Pennsylvania and Mich- 
igan. These rank as to production in 
the order named, and no other state pro- 
duces over C, 600,000 pounds a yew. ^he 
last four states named produce 5,000,000 
to 6,000,000 pounds each, and the oth- 
ers from 10,000,000 for Illinois up to 
124,000,000 for New York. The Now 
York product aloue is almost one-half, 
and this state and Wisconsin together 
inake over two-thirds of the total of the 
country. There have been a good many 
changes in relative production in recent 
years, Ohio, Illinois and Pennsylvania 
having decreased their annnal cheese 
product frpm one-third to one-half since 
the census of 1880.

THE ISLE OF TERROR. 


SUCH IS USHANT, WHERE THE DRUM- 


MONO CASTLE WENT DOWN. 


Thon'gh th*> Plae* Has » Bad Mams, the 


People Are Honest and Generous—Noted 
ETc»ts of Which History Treats Ham 
Happened In It* Vicinity. 


Ushant, the island upon whose out- 


lying reefs the steamer Drnmmond Cas- 
tls ran, sinking three minutes after- 
ward and carrying down every soul on 
board, except three, lies off the north- 
west extremity of France and forms 
the corner ^around which vessels from 
the south turn into the English channel 
after crossing the bay of 
Biscay. 


"Ushant" is the Anglicized form of 
"Onessant," the French name. Pliny 
sails the island "0xantis," and the 
Britons know it as "Knez Henasa," 
which means '"The Isle of Terror." It 
well deserves the Celtic name. 


The inhabitants of Usbant are a hardy 


race, the men all fishermen and seamen, 
the women all tillers of the rocky soil. 
The latter on high days and holidays 
still often display their ancient costume, 
with its flat coif, which strikingly re- 
calls the feminine headgear of southern 
Italy, and whence tMr dark hair 
streams i» freedom below their waists. 
Within the last quarter of a century a 
breed of ponies still roamed in semi- 
wildness over a large part of the island, 
and for centuries the inhabitants them- 
selves were looked upon as savages. De- 
barred, often for long weeks at a time, 
from/aBy intercourse with the main- 
land, they certainly led very primitive 
lives. Bnt at the same time they pre- 
served the primitive virtues, and hon- 
esty and hospitality have ever been ar- 
ticles of faith among them. 


Losing year by year, with unfailing 


regularity, a score or two of their own 
kith and kindred in the treacherous 
waters around their isle, their sympa- 
thies have always been with those 
whom shipwreck has imperiled. Several 
of the Breton islands have notoriously 
harbored communities of 
wreckers, 


but the people of Ushaut have again 
and again distinguished themselves by 
their efforts to save distressed vessels 
or their orews. 


Whenever one of the islanders is lost 


at sea, a touching ceremony, called' 'the 
proella" is performed. The relatives 
and friends of the deceased carry to his 
house a small wooden cross, over which 
the clergy repeat the prayers for the 
dead, as if this symbol were the corpse 
itself. 
Then the cross bearer, who, 


whenever practicable, is the godfather 
of the defunct (this again a touching 
instance of symbolism), incloses it in a 
coffer, and, followed by all the mourn- 
ers, deposits it at the foot of A statue of 
St. Pol Anrelien, the patron of the isle. 
A few years ago a hundred or so of these 
coffers could be seen assembled around 
thestatne. 
, 
TJshant is known to history. As early 


as 1S88 an English expedition landed 
on the island and ravaged it with fire 
find sword. Then, in 1778, its waters 
witnessed tho much criticised naval en- 
gagement between Keppel and rl'Or- 
TiUiets, which English histories usually 
describe as n drawn battle, whereas the 
French invariably claim it as a decisive 
victory. Finally, 16 years later, Ushant 
saw the "glorious first of June," when 
Lord How* certainly shattered 'the 
French ships of war commanded by 
Villaret-Joyeuse, but at the same time 
signally failed to prevent the large fleet 
of French merchantmen, on whose ar- 
rival France depended for means to pros- 
ecute the war, from getting safely into 
the port of Brest. 


That Ushant is, in Breton estimation, 


predestined to deeds of blood and death 
is shown1 by a strange rhymed proverb, 
Which/"1 Chateaubriand quotes in his 
"Memoirs From Beyond the Grave," 
and which may be Englished thus: 
"He who sees Bells Isle doth see his 
isle; He who seeth Groi doth see his 
joy, but gaze on Ushunt's flood, you see 
your blood." 


Of the wild scenery around Ushant 


there has probably never been any bet- 
ter description than that given by 
Chateaubriand. The island is the lar- 
gest and from the mainland the most 
distant, of those forming the archipelago 
to which it gives its name. Molene, the 
next in size, trades largely in its own 
soil, which on account cf certain chem- 
ical properties is sought after by Breton 
agriculturists. Then, in addition to 
scores of little islets, some of them mere 
aits and rocks, there is Qnemenez, 
which is aboqt 'a quarter the size of 
Ushant, while near to the mainland is 
Baniquet, or the Blessed Isle, so called 
on account of. it* proximity to the Bre- 
ton shore and the refuge it offers amid 
the -noBt dangerous of all the adjacent 
reef H, that of Lss Pierres Noires. 


Many a stout ship and many a frail 


fishing boat have been shattered among 
these reefs, where the waters ever seethe 
and roar, even on calm summer days. 
But winter is the time to see Uahant 
and its neighboring isles, all bare and 
rugged, rising from amid the gale lashed 
waves. No rook bound coast can offer a 
more impressive spectacle than that 
which the ocean then presents as it 
leaps in its dread, blind might around 
Tho Isle of Terror,"—Westminster Ga- 
rotte.

full with all depositors. In a statement 
he said: "I have closed the Murray 
Hill bank because I thought it hi an 
unsafe condition. I have taken this 
action after consulting with the mem- 
bers of the clearing house committee 
and the board of directors. 
The trou- 


ble with the bank, so far as I have 
been able to ascertain, is that it has 
not sufficient money with which to do 
business and no way of raising it. A 
great many of the assets are repre- 
sented by real estate and other securi- 
ties which cannot be realized upon 
without great sacrifice at 
present. 


The bank, under the presidency of Mr. 
Hopkins, has been, in my opinion, con- 
servatively managed, but the fact that 
it has accumulated such a large amount 
of unavailable assets has placed it In a 
position, 
as 
above 
stated, where 


it has not and cannot get sufficient 
ready money to continue business." 
President Hopkins said that he had no 
doubt that the "silver scare" was re- 
sponsible for the state of affairs that 
had brought about the closing of the 
bank. 
Several of the heavy depositors, 


he said, had drawn their money for 
the purpose of investing- it in gold. 
One man took 940,000 from the bank 
and had it changed into gold.
